An  important  progress  report  on  church-state  policies,  prepared  by  a  special  committee  of 
25,  has  been  approved  by  the  Baptist  SUte  Conventioft  of  North  Carolina. 

There  are  at  least  six  facets  that  have  given  shape  to  our  Baptist  concept  in  this  matter. 
These  are  not  explored  by  the  Committee’s  report  but  are  in  the  background.  In  discussing  the 
issues  we  must  keep  these  fully  In  view.  -ew

In  the  face  of  these  problems 
the  North  Carolina  Committee 
recommended  a  procedure  in¬ 
stead  of  a  position. 

Requires  Agencies 

“1.  The  Convention  shall  re¬ 
quire  its  agencies  and  institu¬ 
tions  to  present  toy  programs 
for  government  grants  or  any 
form  of  government  aid  not  al¬ 
ready  authorized  in  kind  by 
Convention  actua  to  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Board  of  the  Convention 
for  review  before  agreements 
are  made; 

“II.  Acceptance  #f  such  grants 
or  aid  shall  be  based  upon  ap¬ 
proval  of  both  Trustees  of  the 
institution  or  agency  Involved 
and  the  General  Board. 

“III.  All  insUtutions  or  agen¬ 
cies  operating  in  cooperation 
with  government  as  above  shall 
report  annually  apon  such  oper¬ 
ations  to  the  (itoeral  Board.” 

For  guidance  in  this  proce¬ 
dure  three  principles  were  pro¬ 
posed: 

“1.  There  shall  be  no  element 
of  control  by  the  other,  either 
actual  or  implied. 

“2.  The  Convention  will  enter 
no  cooperative  enterprise  with 
government  for  the  sole  pur- 
po.se  of  advancing  its  own  inter¬ 
est.  , 

“3.  The  Convention  and/or  its 
Institutions  and  agencies  may 
accept  assistanre  from  govern¬ 
ment  only  in  sich  cases  as  will 
enable  it  or  them  to  render  ser¬ 
vices  commensurate  with  that 
assistance.” .  !

Major 
items  are  foreign  missions  and 
aid  to  distressed  Baptist  groups 
in  the  Eastern  (“bxm  curtain”) 
zone  and  to  special  projects 
such  as  the  Memorial  Church 
In  Am.sterdam.  the  Bible  school 
in  Poland,  the  Youth  Center  In 
Austria,  and  the  promotion  of 
evangelism  and  (Christian  edu¬ 
cation  throughout  Europe. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant 
aspect  of  this  forward  program 
Is  the  proposal  of  a  unified  plan 
of  Bible  study  and  membership 
training.

The  Naga  Hills 

NAGA  HILLS.  India— (BWA) 
—Baptists  in  the  nW*  Hills  in 
the  extreme  northeast  of  India, 
bordered  by  both  China  and 
Burma,  are  reported  to  be  pass¬ 
ing  through  a  period  of  severe 
suffering  and  persons  as  well  as 
properly  are  invulvjcd. 

The  territory  is  Inhabited  by 
sturdy  tribes  of  anlmists,  but 
American.  Baptist  missionaries 
worked  with  notable  success  for 
many  years.  The  denomina¬ 
tion  has  been  estimated  to  in¬ 
clude  some  50,000  persons. 

The  British  administration 
left  Naga  Hills  in  1947,  and 
piore  recently  the  Indian  gov¬ 
ernment  sent  troops  into  the 
area  to  quell  a  strong  separtist 
^ovement. 

Official  spokesmen  have  al¬ 
leged  tha^^the  movement  was 
"the  creation  of  a  handful  of 
educated  Christians,"  and  a  few 
years  ago  certain  of  the  mis¬ 
sionaries  were  ordered  to  leave 
and  others  have  not  received 
permission  to  enter  the  terri¬ 
tory,  with  the  result  that  there 
are  now  no  foreign  mlsstonarlcs 
there.

Tonight  I  stepped  back  into 
the  first  century.  At  8:07  p.  m. 
my  husband,  our  three  children, 
and  I  came  out  the  front  door 
of  a  dingy  apartment  building 
in  Barcelona,  Spain,  with  an  air 
of  studied  casualness. 


make  the  membership  strong 
enough  to  carry  on  despite  dif¬ 
ficulties.  Five  minutes  later  the 
six  men  left  the  apartment  and 
divided  up  for  the  three  home 
meetings  which  had  been  ar¬ 
ranged.' 

The  meeting  my  family  at¬ 
tended  was  held  in  a  third- 
floor  apartment  a  block  from 
the  church  building.  The  liv¬ 
ing  room,  about  eight  by  14 
feet,  was  so  packed  that  the 
preacher  could  scarcely  get  to 
the  front  to  speak.  The  vesti¬ 
bule  and  entrance  hall  were 
full,  and  several  people  were 
in  the  kitchen  and  adjoining 
bedrooms. 

Air  of  Sadness 

There  was  an  air  of  profound 
sadness  intermingled  with  a 
spirit  of  joy  in  being  able  to 
continue  meeting.  We  sang 
hymns  very  softly  to  avoid  at¬ 
tracting  attention.  The  prayers 
were  full  of  emotion.  The  ser¬ 
vice  was  carried  on  as  if  it  had 
been  held  in  the  church  build- 
ing;  but  every  time  the  door¬ 
bell  rang,  the  little  congrega¬ 
tion  looked  nervously  toward 
the  door,  half  expecting  the  po¬ 
lice  to  enter. 

The  message  was  on  "Christ¬ 
ian  Hope,”  and  the  final  prayer 
reaffirmed  the  assurance  that 
God's  grace  is  sufficient  for 
our  every  need.  With  kis.ses  and 
handshakes  around  the  circle, 
the  little  group  filed  out  one 
by  one,  down  the  dark  stairway 
and  into  the  street  to  face  an¬ 
other  week.

This  period  of  persecution  for 
Third  Church  began  in  Septem¬ 
ber  when  the  police  notified 
the  pastor  that  if  meetings  were 
continued  in  the  little  rented 
hall  the  church  would  be  clos¬ 
ed.  A  plan  was  then  worked 
out  to  have  home  meetings. 

Tonight  at  5:45  a  haff-dozen 
leaders  of  the  church  met  for 
prayer  in  the  apartment  of  one 
of  the  deacons.  The  pastor  ask¬

PREACHER  WHO  USES  NOTES 
UNPOPULAR  WITH  B.4PTISTS 


CH.ARLESTON,  S,  C„  Febru¬ 
ary,  1807  —  (BP)  —  The  Baptist 
preacher  who  can’t  stand  up  in 
a  pulpit  and  deliver  a  sermon 
without  notes  wins  little  more 
respect  from  his  congregation 
today  than  a  marksman  who 
can’t  fire  a  rifle  without  a  rest. 

As  for  the  pastor  who  writes 
out  his  sermons  and  reads 
them,  he  is  about  as  popu¬ 
lar  with  Baptists  as  a  leader  of 
the  state  church.  A  preacher 
who  is  no  more  “apt  to  teach” 
than  that,  many  Baptists  agree, 
may  have  misunderstood  his 
calling. 

Few  Baptist  pastors  would  at¬ 
tempt  to  read  a  sermon  today, 
although  the  practice  is  com¬ 
mon  in  other  denominations. 
When  a  Baptist  preacher  does 
read,  it  usually  is  a  special  oc¬ 
casion  or  a  message  of  particu¬ 
lar  significance. 


seldom  uses  ngtes  when  he 
preaches  from  bis  pulpit  here 
in  Charleston. 

Baptists  who  lio  use  notes  in 
the  pulpit  somsiimes  attempt 
to  cover  up  their  props.  This 
bit  of  subterfuge  may  lead  to 
embarras.sment,  kowever.  If  the 
preacher's  notes  become  cover¬ 
ed  up  or  fall  to  the  floor  during 
his  sermon,  he  ii  likely  to  have 
difficulty  in  briM>h8  the  service 
to  a  satisfactory  conclusion. 

Some  observers  have  noted 
dangers  in  an  orer-emphasis  on 
extemporaneous  speaking  how¬ 
ever.  Preachen  who  make  lit¬ 
tle  preparation  before  entering 
the  pulpit,  for  example,  fre¬ 
quently  have  nathing  fresh  to 
.say.  As  a  result  their  sermons 
follow  the  same  lines  Sunday 
after  Sunday. 

This  changing  attitude  toward 
the  impromptu  speaker  may  in¬ 
dicate  a  trend  to  more  careful 
preparation  of  sermons  and  a 
more  liberal  attitude  by  Bap¬ 
tists  with  reference  to  written 
messages  and  the  use  of  notes 
in  the  pulpit.

Below  Average 


Of  Principalities  And  Powers 

Speaking  to  the  Jackson  Rotary  Club  this  week  U.  S. 
Senator  John  C.  Stennis  gave  some  of  the  significant  things 
he  observed  during  a  recent  trip  through  Iron  Curtain 
countries. 

He  delivered  a  timely  warning  to  the  American  peo¬ 
ple,  stressing  the  strategic  importance  of  moral  force  and 
spiritual  power  in  this  struggle  for  the  minds  of  men. 

“Our  security,”  he  pointed  out,  “must  be  built  on  a 
real  strength  of  our  own,  rather  than  on  imaginary  weak¬ 
nesses  of  the  enemy.”

Without  Notes! 

Most  leading  Baptist  preach¬ 
ers  speak  without  any 


NASHVILLE  —  (BP)— It  is 
time  the  churches  did  something 
about  the  poorly  paid  ministers 
of  America.  This  is  the  frank 
opinion  of  a  group  of  laymen  in 
Minneapolis,  Minn,  who  con¬ 
ducted  a  survey  for  Ministers 
Life  and  Casualty  Union.  They 
found  that  two-thirds  of  the 
more  than  200.000  in  this  coun¬ 
try  are  in  debt. 

“On  an  average  1958  income 
of  $4,432,  the  minister  must  car¬ 
ry  out  not  only  the  responsibili¬ 
ties  of  husband  and  father  but 
must  also  cover  inadequate  al¬ 
lowances  provided  by  the  church 
for  fulfilling  and  improving  his 
professional  functions,”  their  re¬ 
port  said. 

“In  the  face  of  inflated  dol¬ 
lar  values,  comparatively  slow- 
rising  salaries  of  ministers  have 
leas  buying  power  now  than  they 
did  in  1939  at  half  their  present 
size.  As  the  number  of  salary- 
dollars  rose,  they  were  swallow¬ 
ed  by  a  corresponding  increase 
in  the  prices  of  household  and 
personal  necessities.  And  the 
remainder  la  eaten  away  by  new 
expenses  created  by  modern  so¬ 
ciety,  such  as  a  growing  nun»- 
ber  of  charities  demanding  con¬ 
tributions  and  new  appliances 
becoming  standard  items  in  the 
home. 

Long  Work  Week 

“A  80  to  80-hour  week  is  stan¬ 
dard  for  ministers  despite  the 
fact  that  a  set  salary  decreases 
in  value-per-hour  as  the  hours 


increase.  This  compares  unfav¬ 
orably  with  the  working  man's 
status,  where  after  40  hours  a 
week  his  hourly  rate  increases 
to  time-and-a-half  and  even 
double-time.  In  the  same  num¬ 
ber  of  hours,  in  many  cases  it 
is  possible  for  the  workman  to 
triple  his  minister's  .salary. 

“As  a  trained  professional 
man  and  respected  community 
leader,  the  minister  has  a  rea¬ 
sonable  amount  of  status  to 
maintain,  regardless  of  cost.  As 
the  head  of  his  family,  he  must 
provide  his  wife  antT^hildren 
with  the  necessities  of  life.  As 
a  human  being,  he  must  strug¬ 
gle  to  provide  himself  and  his 
family  with  the  creature  com¬ 
forts  resulting  from  books,  rec¬ 
reation,  education  and  savings. 
It  if  impossible  for  a  minister 
to  meet  all  today's  financial 
demands  on  a  salary  with  19.39 
buying  power.  Two-thirds  of 
the  country’s  ministers  have 
proven  this  by  going  in  debt. 

“The  problem  is  .serious.  It 
costs  Just  as  much  for  a  min¬ 
uter  to  sentT  his  children  to 
college  or  to  run  his  car  as  it 
docs  for  anyone  else. 

"The  aolution  lies  in  the  hands 
of  the  i^urch  directors  and 
members  in  their  consiilera- 
tion  and  deriston  on  how  much 
they  can  give  for  all  they  re¬ 
ceive.''

FOREJG.N  MISSION  BOARD 
REPORTS  TO  THE  PEOPLE 


Both  Missionaries  and  Money 
Needed  for  .Missions  .\dvance 

Dr.  Baker  J.  Cauthen,  execu¬ 
tive  .secretary  ot  the  Southern 
Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Board, 
reported  a  deepening  interest 
by  Southern  Baptists  in  world 
missions  at  the  Board's  Novem¬ 
ber  meeting  He  and  other  sec¬ 
retaries  of  the  Bdard  have  at¬ 
tended  tile  recent  annual  meet¬ 
ings  of  Baptist  stale  conven¬ 
tions. 

“In  every  instance  there  was 
a  deep  desire  to  know  more  a 
bout  world  need  and  our  respon¬ 
sibility  for  sharing  Christ  with 
our  fellow  man.  "  Dr.  Cauthen 
said.  “We  can  anticipate  from 
these  meetings  of  state  conven¬ 
tions  many  people  who  will  feel 
God's  leadership  to  missionary 
service. 

"The  Foreign  Mission  Board 
is  a  channel  through  which  the 
31.000  churches  in  fellowship 
with  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  project  their  mission  ef¬ 
forts  across  the  world.  Much  of 
this  effort  is  reflected  in  the 
fact  that  already  the  Conven¬ 
tion-wide  Coo()erative  Program 
budget  has  been  reached  and 
money  is  now  being  received 
from  Advance  Program  funds." 

(The  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention's  operating  budget  was 
met  early  in  November.  All 
Cooperative  Program  funds  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  Executive  Com 
mittee  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  from  that  time 
through  December  31.  called  Ad¬ 
vance  Program  funds,  are  shar¬ 
ed  by  the  Foreign  and  the 
Home  Mission  Boards,  with  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  receiv¬ 
ing  75  per  cent ) 

Dr  Cauthen  continued;  'We 
are  approaching  a  season  when 
the  I.ottie  Mo<in  Christmas  Of¬ 
fering  will  be  uppermost  In  the 
thinking  of  Baptists.  It  is  our 
hope  that  the  Offering  this  year 
may  be  greater  than  ever  be¬ 
fore,  not  only  in  the  amount  of 
money  given,  butj  in  the  quali¬ 
ties  of  prayer,  study,  and  dedi¬ 
cation  which  are  so  vital. 

“We  are  often  asked  which  is 
needed  more  desperately,  mis¬ 
sionaries  or  money.  We  explain 
that  in  the  operation  of  foreign 
mission  work  approximately  one 
third  of  our  Income  is  required 
to  maintain  missionaries  on  the 
fields,  one  third  is  required  to 
finance  programs  of  work,  and 
one  third  is  required  to  con¬ 
struct  neces.sary  buildings. 

"However,  wg  follow  a  defi¬ 
nite  policy  of  sending  the  mis¬ 
sionaries  who  are  qualified  to 
go  and  doing  the  best  we  can 
about  our  other  responsibilities. 
There  are  financial  needs' total¬ 
ing  more  than  $3.(X)0.000  which 
we  are  unable  to  supply;  but 
we  are  assured  that  our  maior 
step  In  mission  advance  is  thst 
of  placing  missionaries  in 
larger  numbers  throughout  the 
world. 

"We  will  come  to  the  close 
of  1998  having  reached  our  ob¬ 
jective  of  130  mlssionariet:  W# 
will  enter  1959  with  high  anti 
cipation  of  appointihg  MO.'  We 
are  constantly  encouraged  by 
the  high  quality  of  people  who 
are  yielding  themselees  to  God 
for  missionary  seryke. 

"Acroes  the  world  mission¬ 
aries  and  national  Christian 
leaders  are  preparing  for  1959 
as  a  year  of  evanvdtsin.  Ex¬ 
tensive  plans  arc  being  made  In 


many  countries.  Efforts  will 
call  for  simultaneous  evangelis¬ 
tic  meetings  and  crusades  in 
large  cities. 

“There  is  increasing  indica¬ 
tion  that  further  large-scale  ef¬ 
forts  in  evangelism  will  emerge 
as  progress  continues.  Every 
step  taken  in  these  efforts  has 
indicated  the  value  and  wisdom 
of  reinforcing  our  witness  to 
Christ  by  special  evangelistic 
measures.  When  these  efforts 
are  lollowed  by  adequate  mea¬ 
sures  in  church  development  the 
work  on  mission  fields  presses 
forward  in  a  very  definite  way.’’ 
Eight  Spanish  Baptist 
Churches  Now  Closed 

Dr.  Cornell  Goerner.  the 
Board's  secretary  for  Africa.  Eu¬ 
rope.  and  the  Near  East,  report¬ 
ed  (hat  the  Baptist  church  at 
Seville.  Spain,  was  closed  on 
November  lU  by  order  of  the 
Spanish  Government.  "The  ad¬ 
dition  of  this  church  to  the  list 
brings  to  eight  the  total  num¬ 
ber  of  Baptist  churches  In 
Spain  which  have  felt  the  hard 
liand  of  religious  oppression 
from  the  central  Government 
of  Spain. "  he  said. 

Third  Baptist  Church,  of  Bar¬ 
celona.  and  Third  Baptist 
Church,  of  Madrid,  were  closed 
in  September.  Previously,  five 
other  churches  had  been  closed 
or  seriously  restricted  in  their 
wtivities.  There  are  42  Baptist 
congregations  in  Spain. 

Dr.  Goerner  said  that  in  the 
Middle  East  “a  relatively  quiet 
situation  has  developed  for  the 
time  being  "  The  Baptist 
■ehool  In  Beirut.  Lebanon,  re¬ 
ports  a  record  attendanee.  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  John  W.  Turner  have 
been  able  to  move  to  Tripoli, 
in  the  north  of  Lebanon  where 
the  revolution  first  broke  out 
last  May  Fhey  report  that  the 
work  of  the  churches  Is  gradu¬ 
ally  moving  back  toward  nor¬ 
mal  in  this  dominantly  Moslem 
area  of  the  country.

convictioa  that  he  is,  first  one 
person,  then  another.  I  say  this 
conviction  possesses  him!  That 
is.  he  is  possessed  at  one  mo¬ 
ment  by  one  personality,  and 
the  next  moment  by  another. 
So  that,  mentally,  he  is  two  per¬ 
sons  in  one  man.  Now,  I  tnink, 
this  was  the  case  with  this  man 
coming  out  of  the  tombs,  so  in 
possession  ot  the  demon  within 
that  be  could  not  live  at  home 
and  was  a  fierce  enemy  of  his 
better  self  In  his  sepulchral  exi 
ile  home. 

11.  WHAT  THE  DEMONIAC 
DID.  He  uw  Jesus  from  afar 
and  waa  normal  in  his  reaction 
to  the  presence  of  Jesus.  Under 
the  impulse  that  would  lead 
normal  men  to  pay  reverence 
to  Jesus  he  ran  to  Him  and  do¬ 
ing  obeisance,  worshiped  Him. 
At  that  very  instant,  the  demon 
in  him  took  possession,  “and  he 
cried  with  a  loud  voice  .  . 
What  have  I  to  do  with  thee, 
Jesus,  Son  of  the  Most  High 
God?  I  adjure  thee  by  God  that 
thou  torment  me  not.’’ 

Here,  1  Think,  we  see^an  ex¬ 
ample  of  the  struggle  that  goes 
on  in  the  life  of  every  man,  at 
least  to  some  extent.  The  nor¬ 
mal  within  cries  out  for  har¬ 
mony  with  God,  the  normal 
course  of  worship  with  His 
I  holy  name:  but,  opposed  to  this 
I  is  always  another  spirit  mani¬ 
festing  opposition  to  Ood,  and 
when  this  spirit  gains  the  as¬ 
cendency  in  such  measure  as  to 
control  the  man.  we  have  a  de¬ 
mon  possessed. 

1  heard  a  South  Carolina 
mountain  preacher,  a  passion 
preacher  from  the  hlnter  lands, 
explain  this  man  to  a  congrega¬ 
tion  in  a  tent,  typical  with  saw¬ 
dust  trails  and  rustic  beaches. 
I  He  said,  “Trouble  with  thia  man 
.  was,  he  had  the  devil  in  him 
and  the  devil  in  a  man  makes 
him  unfit  to  live  at  home.  The 
devil  in  a  man  sends  him  out 
from  his  home,  down  so  far 
sometimes,  as  the  graveyard. 
The  devil  in  a  man  keeps  him 
!  from  being  on  good  terms  with 
Man  who  has  the  devil 


Perhaps  the  demons  cannot  do 
their  demoniacal,  devilish  work, 
except  through  some  instru¬ 
mentality  and  that  is  why  he 
requested  to  be  allowed  to  go 
into  the  swine. 

IV.  WHERE  RELIGION 
COUNTS  FOR  MOST.  This  poor 
man,  on  being  restored  to  his 
right  mfnd,  naturally  wished  to 
go  with  his  new  found  Lord  asid 
so  he  made  bis  prayer  and  we 
remark  that  the  first  prayer  of 
this  new  convert ^was  denied  by 
I  Him  who  answers  prayer.  But, 
i  may  jve  not  say  that  when  any 
I  specific'  prayer  is  denied,  it  is 
because  the  Lord  has  something 
for  us  better  than  that  for  which 
we  ask. 

So,  the  Lord  instructed  this 
restored  man  to  go  to  his  home 
and  tell  his  folk  and  his  friends 
what  the  Lord  had  done  for  him 
and  had  shown  mercy  to  him. 
And,  the  restored  man  went 
home  at  once  and  began  to  pub¬ 
lish  the  story  of  his  recovery 
and  the  glory  of  the  Lord 
throughout  DecapoUs,  and  all 
men  marveled.

We  frequently  hear  someone  say,  "Oh,  I  have  a  one  track 
mind."  This  is  usually  said  in  such  a  way  as  U  infer  that  others 
may  be  able  to  think  about  several  things  at 
a  time,  but  you  can’L  Some  people  can  think 
so  fast  that  they  actuaiiy  do  seem  to  be  think- 
W  »  ing  about  several  things  at  tbe  same  time,  and 

^  v’  others  can  do  one  job  and  be  thinking  about 
t  ,  something  else,  but  for  all  practical  purposes 
i  we  all.  have  a  “one  track  miad.” 

Many  years  ago  Thomas  Chalmers  preached 
a  sermon  on  this  idea  which  he  called  ’The 
Expulsive  Power  of  a  New  Affection.”  He  re- 
lated  that  the  thought  was  given  to  him  by  a 
coachman  wno  told  him  that  whenever  his  korses  came  to  a 
place  in  the  road  where  they  might  get  frightesed  he  gave  them 
a  flick  with  the  whip  to  give  them  something  else  to  think  about. 

Only  One  Master 

This  is  like  the  man  who  had  a  headache  but  he  forgot  all 
"Stout  it  when  he  hit  his  finger  with  a  hammer.  The  finger  hurt 
worse  and  he  forgot  the  lesser  pain.  A  one  track  mind  ....  I 
think  it  was  with  this  basic  idea  in  mind  that  Jesus  said,  “No 
man  can  serve  two  masters”  .Matthew  6:24a.  In  the  verses  which 
precede  this  we  are  encouraged  to  treasure  htavenly  treasures. 
This  can  be  done  by  righteousness  in  general.  To  be  more  spe¬ 
cific,  we  can  do  this  by  the  right  u.se  of  material  possessions, 
even  to  the  point  of  the  cup  of  water  given  in  His  name. 

'Treasnres 

In  this  passage  Jesus  points  out  that  we  should  not  lay  up 
treasures  on  earth  because  evthly  possessions  are  .so  uncertain, 
because  they  soon  pass  away,  and  because  they  tend  to  turn  the 
mind  away  from  God.  Plato  expressed  this  Idea  when  he  said, 
"To  prize  wealth,  and  at  the  same  time  largely  acquire  wisdom.

a  sermon  or  even  to  appear  to 
depend  on  it  But  often  I  took  !

It  made  for 
case.  And  to  fix  a  sermon  out¬ 
line  in  my  memory  was  not 
easy. 

On  the  fateful  morning  I 
found  myself  in  the  pulpit  with¬ 
out  the  slip  and  the  outline.  I 
Searched  my  Bible  and  every 
pocket,  and  ran  to  my  study 
during  the  singing  of  a  hymn — 
all  in  vain.

My  Tragic  Pulpit  Failures

Three  black  pulpit  failures 
stand  out  like  blots  on  my  fifty 
joyous  years  as  a  preacher. 
What  preacher  does  not  look 
back  with  shame  at  some  pul¬ 
pit  experience?

Saturday  night  came,  but  not 
the  sermon.  My  reading  had 
given  roe  only  the  background 
for  It.  Desperate  efforts  to  find 
the  sermon  utterly  failed.  ’Then 
to  a  late  hour  I  searched  des¬ 
perately  to  find  an  old  sermon 
to  fall  back  on.  E4iually  vain. 
What  preacher  but  has  failed 
to  find  anything  that  seemed 
to  click,  or  to  grip  hit  heart” 

Fitfully  I  fell  asleep  still 
praying  that  the  subconacious 
would  shape  a  meaeage  for  the 
groat  hour  Sanday  morning,  or 
that  aeme  old  sermon  would 
grip  me.  But  in  near-detpair 
I  went  Into  the  pulpit  without 
a  sermon. 

What  to  do  but  to  tell  inci- 
denta  from  my  reading:  the  pov¬ 
erty  and  struggle  of  pioneer 
days,  but  with  God  real,  and 


the  providences  that  were  a 
clear  challenge  to  America  to 
be  a  light  to  all  nations — why 
not  a  sermon  In  all  this?  But 
all  the  time  aa  I  dwelt  on  this 
I  was  painfully  aware  that  hun¬ 
gry  aoula  were  looking  up  to 
me  to  be  fed,  and  I  was  not 
feeding  them.  I  ended  in 
shame,  knowing  well  I  had  been 
false  to  them  and  to  Christ.  I 
was  indeed  too  ashamed  to 
go  to  the  door  to  apeak  to  my 
people.

For  1  do  have  a  consci¬ 
ence  about  being  a  shepherd 
and  feeding  God's  abeep.
